and admirable manner in which he executed 
the otdera of the Government 

Reliable information from Jefferson city 
eaye that nearly all the objectionable fea- 
tures of the military bill wkieb had been 
dt bated during secret session, had been 
materially amended, but when tbe newe of 
tbe oaplure of camp Jackson reached the 
city, the amendments were immediately 
reouusidered, and the original bill passed 
both house* by large majorities 

Also, that no eecaseioa ordinance kai 
beeu brought before either house, nor was 
such au act oouiempla'ed. 

The Legis'ature has passed, aad the 
Governor has eigaed, a bill providing a 
military fund to arm the S ate This fund 
will include receipts from asereemeata for 
the years of 1800 and 01, after the regular 
expenses of the government are paid, the 
war loan from the banka or individuals, a 
spec al tax of fifteen ee me on 9100, and a 
million dollars worth of bond*. Tbe bill 
also authorizes the Governor to establish aa 
armory ia tho penitentiary for the manu- 
facture of arms and munitions of war. 

The city has been quiet and orderly to- 
day, and oitixtns generally have been 
engsged in their usual nvoeationa. Capt. 
Lollcn's battery of Regulars are still ia the 
city, and will be kept here aa long aa the 
police commissioners consider their presence 
necessary for the preservation of peace.

a volley of stones aud pistol shots from tbe 
crowd. No one being hurt at this point 
the second firing ooourred from the rear of 
the column guarding the prisoners. The 
crowd here was Urge, very abusive, and one 
man discharged three barrels of a revolver 
at Lieutenant Saxon, of tbe regular service, 
many of the mob cheering him and drawing 
revolvers and tiring at the troops The 
man who commenced the attack, then laid 
his pistol acrose bie arm, and was taking 
deliberate aim at Lieutenant Saxon, when 
be was thrust through by a bsyouel and 
fired upon at the same time, and instantly 
killed. 

The column then moved on, having 
received orders to marsh, and the rest 
company being assaulted by tbe crowd, and 
several of them shot, halted and fired, 
causing deaths as already reported. Th* 
order was then given by Captain Lyon to 
cease firing, which was promptly obeyed 

The principal arms taken from ramp 
Jackson, were four large siege howitxers, 
two ten inch mortars, a large number of un 
iuoh shells ready charged, some five thou 
sand United Slates muskets, supposed to be 
a portion of thoae taken from baton Rouge 
arsenal. 

Thousands of people left the city yeater 
day in consequence of reports of im-ubordi. 
nation among the German troops, and their 
threats to burn and aack the city, but the 
appearance of Harney's proclamation in a 
great measure restored confidence, and 
many of those who left will probably teturn 
to-day. The city ia now quiet and the 
highest hopes are entertained that no 
I further disturbance will occur. Twenty, 
two persons are known to be killed at Camp 
Jackson. The following eighteen have 
been identified : John 8werkhart, Casper 
H Glencoe, John Waters, Thomas A. Haven, 
William Icenhower, 8. 8. Jones, P. Doane, 
Erie Wright, Henry Jungle, J as. McDonald, 
Walter McDowell, Nioholas Knoblach, 
Francis Wheelow, Job Carter, James 
Uodsen, Emma Somers and Mrs McCaulifl. 
Three of these were soldiers belonging to 
the southwest expedition and were going 
with the prisoners captured at Camp Jack 
son. 

Philadelphia, May 13. — It is understood 
that Col Lewis' regiment will receive 
marching orders through Baltimore south 
ward. They are fully equipped. 

If Col. Lyle's regiment can be got ready 
it will also be sent off to-morrow, under 
command of Gen. Cadwallader. 

New London, Conn , 13. — The report that 
two privateers have been towed into New 
London ie not correct. 

Washington, May 13. — A special dispatch 
to the New York Commercial say*: Evidence 
that cannot be contradicted ie proving to 
the Administration that treasonable oprra 
tions are going on among the citizens cf 
Baltimore. The Government will take 
decisive measures to execute iu authority ic 
[ that oily. The Union men must be sti*. 
laioed, and Baltimore must be kept loyalfo 
^ Government. 

j2* companies of the Twenty-teventh 
Hegimet' Cavalry, admirably mounted, 
are expecte'* 10 Arrive here during the 
present week. 

The special disp.'tch to the Poet save it 
ie reported that martial law will be de 
clared in Baltimore in a day or two. Winan* 
and some other rank acceseioniata need 
attention. 

Commodore Buchanan, late of the Wash- 
ington navy yard, Lae signified hie oeeire 
to recall his resignation, but the Govern - 
ment will not consent. 

The Union men in Virginia who occupy 
the Congressional district on the Potom»c, 
including Fairfax county, will run a candi- 
date for the Federal Congrees The latest 
news from that region elate* that Charter 
H. Upton, of Fairfax county, has agreed to 
run. 

A gentleman from Richmond says that 
8,000 rebel troops are now stationed in that 
oity, and that lfi.OuO other troops ate 
scattered through Virginia. He also reports 
that an attack will be made from the 
direction of Harper’s Ferry on the United 
States troops at the Rslay House, and that 
General Lee, commander of tbe Virginia 
foroes, threaten* Western Maryland and 
Pennsylvania from tbe tame point. These 
are mere reports. 

New York, May 13 — A dispatch to Simon 
Draper to day, from Washington, says all 
regiments enlisted for tbe war should be 
forwarded immediately.
